Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Dean Jr. et al 
(U.S. Pat. No. 4,978,616)("Dean"). 

Dean teaches a fluidized bed cultivation process, relying on immobilized cells, wherein 
carbon dioxide, generated by the cells, is removed from the broad fermenting medium by a 
membrane oxygenator, such as a cartridge membrane of silicone tubing (col. 15, lines 1-40). 
Dean states that "[o]bviously, in the broad practice of the present invention any of a wide variety 
of normally gaseous constituents may be added to, or removed from the recirculating liquid by 
properly selecting the membrane material with this arrangement and this aspect of the present 
invention need not be limited solely to aerobic processes. 

The reactor shown in Fig. 4 utilizes heat exchangers 140 and a filtration unit at 150. 
Example 1 utilizes yeast cells to produce ethanol. The Figures show that the stages can be 
interconnected The patent discusses the use of higher pressure in col. 15, lines 40-43, whereby 
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the rate of mass transfer is enhance by using elevated pressure, for example, up to about 10 
atmospheres. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Dean in 
view of applicants' admissions (pages 1-2 of instant specification). 

Dean teaches that above, but does not disclose a process whereby the fermentation media 
is a wort to produce green beer. Applicants admit that the brewing industry has been using 
immobilized yeast bioreactors to produce beers. It would have been obvious to those of ordinary 
skill in the art to utilize the well known process of the admitted prior art to produce beer by the 
process of Dean in order to remove excess gas.
